Central agency. 

Considerable controver- 
sy has centered around the 
agency in recent months 
resulting from grand jury 
criticism of administra-

works will cost $250,000, 
representing one sixtieth of 
market returns, but which 
if it doesn’t work will cost 
nothing. 

4, Efforts are continuing 
to expand thee xportmar- 
ket, with emphasis on the 
Pacific area,

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fact,” that Sunkist budget 
for 1967-68 is the highest 


‘ever, since the organiza- 


tion is preparing for the 
future. He cited participa- 
tion with the University in 
a varietal improvement and 
certification of bud stock 
program at a cost to Sun- 
kist of $30,000; a quality 
insurance program involv- 
ing a policing system to 
eliminate pesticide res- 
idue, costing $90,000; and 
a Citrus White fly and 
Wooly fly control program 
in San Diego country at a 
cost of $200,000. 

“If Sunkist does not pay 
its share inthese programs 
now,’ Anderson said, 
‘*Cost will be many times 
greater in the future.”’ 

Primary purpose of Sun- 
kist, Anderson pointed out, 
is to sell fruit; job of pack- 
ing houses is to prepare 
fruit for market; job of 
the county Exchange is to 
get fruit on the market. 
He praised Leo McCrillis, 
manager of the Tulare 
County Fruit Exchange, for 
his operation of the Ex- 
change office. 

Anderson. said that not 
only will there be more 
fruit to sell in the future 
but there will be fewer 
buyers to sell to, since, 
today, 80 percent of the 
food in America is sold by 
20 percent of the stores, 
and trend toward higher 
percentage of saleby fewer 
stores will probably con- 
tinue. 

He said that Sunkist is 
not the only way to pro- 
vide selling power, but he 
said the organization is 
sound, and if it doesn’t 
get the job done, ‘‘take 
care of the people respon- 
sible for operation.” 

As for outlook for citrus 
growers, Anderson said 
that no doubt some growers 
will go out of business in 
future years. But he said 
that growers who maintain 
high production of good 
quality and, through effi- 
cient operation, keep costs 
down, will be in business 
for many years to come. 

‘You can’t expect tosell 
poor quality fruit for good 
prices, or to make a pro- 
fit from low production or 
inefficient packing house 
operation,’’ Anderson said.

operation and tree indexing 
in connection with Quick 
Decline control, was not 
accepted, representatives 
of the Kern County Citrus 
Pest Control district stat- 
ing they wanted an exten- 
sion of time to study the 
matter. i 

Proposal was that $20,- 
000 would be earmarked 
for continuation of the 
greenhouse and index- 
ing program, and $10,000 
for payment for removal 
of infested trees. 

Four of the five dis- 
tricts, including the South- 
ern Tulare County district, 
went along with the prop- 
osition; its share of the 
$30,000 would have been 
$6,200. 

Status of the Central 
agency as of now appears 
to be this: Technically, any 
district withdrawing from 
the agency must file its 
intention to do so between 
December 1 and 15. This 
will be done by the South- 
ern Tulare County Citrus 
Pest Control district ona 
basis of action taken by 
directors Monday, follow- 
ing the overwhelming vote 
of growers within the dis- 
trict favoring this move. 

This action would be- 
come effective at end of 
the fiscal year, June 30, 
1968. At that time the Agen- 
cy will theoretically go out 
of existence but it could 
immediately be reorganiz- 
ed by the other four dis- 
tricts on its present basis; 
it could be reorganized on 
a different basis of opera- 
tion; or it could be allowed 
to die.

However, any articles 
that might harbor the pink 
bollworm may not be moved 
from the county to non- 
quarantine areas without 
prior fumigation or other 
safeguard treatment. 

No pink bollworms have 
been found north of Kern 
county in the San Joaquin 
valley. 

Growers in Kern county 
must now rely on shred- 
ding and plowing under cot- 
ton crop residue to destroy 
pink bollworm remaining in. 
the fields after harvest, 
Coke said.

The real wonders are 
primrose and cyclamen 
which survive all this and 
shade too.

A few rain drops down 
the neck but no dirt to 
sift in everywhere. The 
leaf raking is also dust 
free anda good way toshake 
down the Thanksgiving din- 
ner.
